One man was arrested and 200 were eject- 
ed from Union Station in the effort to 
control the immigrants that for a week 
have thronged the second-class waiting 
room and stood about om the midway with- 
out their tickets or destination and unable 
to speak English. 

Rosy Alcano, who says he is an inter- 
preter, was arrested on the ¢hirge of con- 
ducting a mbor agency without a licensa 
Officer James Murphy, who made the ar-, 
rest, says that Alcano had formed a party 
of 50 men to go to Valley Park for work 
there. Each man paid Aldano $1.50, and he 
furnished them tickets whith cost § cents 
each. 

The men were gathered about Alcano on 
the midway, waiting for their train, when 
he was arrested. 

There are said to be a number of such 
labor agents without otues or licenses 
who work among the immigrants in Union 
Station. The police havé been ordered to 
arrest them. 

The men who were ejected from the sta- 
tion were immigrants who had no tickets 
and did not know their desTnation.

twelve hours and then were driven out. 
Special Officer Hickey wndertook the 
task alone and was cémpelled to repeat it 
three times, each time the men returning 
to the midway and waiting rooms after | 
having been forced out. Finally the | 
Eighteenth street gatds were closed on 
them. Then-they straggled east on Market 
street, frequently to the saloons, for 
shelter. 

Union Station attaches estimate that 
during the past week there have been 500 
immigrants on the average in the station 
at all hours.

Eight Italians Held on Sus- 
picion of Connection With 
the Crime.

NEW YORK, April 16.—Inspector Mc- 
Cluskey’s detectives, aided by agents of 
the United States Secret Service, have ar- 
rested eight Italians, on suspicion § that 
me d are the murderers of the man found 
stabbed to death in a barrel in East Elev- 
enth street early ype morning. 

All were armed with revolvers and some 
carried stilettos besides. 

Later, detectives forced an entrance into 
the flat of Ignazio Lupoz. He is an im- 
porter of Italian wines. The detectives 
say he is reputed to be the treasurer of 
the Mafia Society. Three large revolvers 
oy “a lot of literature were seized in his 
at. 

‘ine leader of the band is Giusseppi Mo- 
rello, 34 years old, who was arrested three 
years ago for counterfeiting and whose 
foriner companions are now serving terms 
in prison for making and passing $ silver 
certificates. 

At the time Joseph Cantania was mur- 
dered last fall in Bay Ridge and his 
bedy, sewed in a sack, was thrown over 
a cliff, Morello and his band were sus- 
pected and they have been under close 
surveillance by the secret service men 
ever since. 

It was this surveillance that led to their 
arrest. William J. Flynn of the secret serv- 
ice told of the gang his men had béen 
os right up to the night before the 
miurder. On Monday night, he said, his 
men had reported to him that a new man 
kad joined the group. Flynn’s men visited 
the morgue and positively identified the 
dead man-as the new member. 

It is believed that the Mafia became 
suspicious of the man after he had gained 
some of their rr on mg | night 
and put him out of the way quickly. In 
one of the places, this gang was wont to 
loiter were found two empty sugar bar- 
rels, some sawdust and some burlap, all 
of which were like those In the barrel in 
which the dead man was found 

Vito Laduca, who was supposed to have 
been the proprietor of the butcher shop in 
Stanton street, where eight arrests were 
made last night in connection with the 
murder of the man found in a barrel in 
Kast Eleventh street last Tuesday morning, 
surrendered himself at police headquarters 
today and was held as a witness. Nikola 
Testro, 19 years old, who lives with La- 
duca, also went to gees headquarters and 
was detained for the same purpose. 

At the place in Blizabeth street, kept by 
Guiseppe Morello, who was one of the men 
arrested last night, the police have locked 
the doors and placed rpg 4 locks on them.

Tn the course of time, to be explicit, in 
1299, a bill prohibiting the use of alum in 
baking powder slipped into and through 
both houses of the Missouri legislature, 
and was signed by Gov. Stephens. It was 
introduced by Senator Lyons of St. Louls, 
who afterward denied nowledge of its 
authorship, and was turned over to Sena- 
tor Whaley of St. Clair. In going over 
the bill Whaley discovered a fatal error. 
Among the deleterious compounds prohib- 
ited was potash. Now the only difference 
between the Trust’s baking powder and 
that of the outsiders was that the Trust 
used potash and the others used alum. 
Potash came out of the bill; alum re- 
mained in, and the bill was jammed 
‘through. 

Before the legislature met again in 1901 
it was discovered that it had been tricked 
ln its passage of Lyons’ pure food bill, 
and the House promptly proceeded to re- 
peal it. Then Stone appeared in Jefferson 
City. When the repeal bill came before 
the senate, it was referred to the commit- 
tee on criminal jurisprudence, the chair- 
man of which was James Orchard of How- 
ell Ccunty. notoriously a tool of the lobby. 
, Before this committee William J. Stone 
presented his address on the dangers of 
alum in baking powders. 


Orchard Vanished 
and Bill With Him. 

But the bill never reached a vote. Three 
days before the adjournment of the legis- 
lature, James Orchard disappeared, and 
with him the bill. Two days after the ad- 
journment, however, the bill was given 
the utmost publicity. 

It is generally known that the Missouri 
branch of the National Health Society, i. e., 


W. J. Stone, received $6000 for its services.

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THE BOND ISSUE PROBLEM. 

In an interview with the Post-Dispatch, Tuesday, Mayor Wells 
fully explained his view of the situation, which led to his aston- 
ishing announcement at the dinner of the Business Men’s League 
that the proposed $7,000,000 issue of bonds for municipal im- 
provements may not be authorized before February of next 
year, because it may not be possible to hold the charter amend- 
ment election on June 23 as the new election law goes into effect 
June 21. 

Mayor Wells says the question of the legality of holding the 
charter amendment election under the old law. two days after 
the new law goes into effect has been referred to Judge Dillon 
of New York, but he does not expect a favorable opinion. There 
is small hope of relief in that direction. If the first election— 
two are necessary—one to amend the charter and the other to 
authorize the bond issue—must be held under the new law it 
cannot take place for at least 90 days subsequent to June 21. 
Under these circumstances the mayor thinks the bonds cannot 
be floated until February, 1904. 

In that event none of the money realized from the sale of 
the bonds can be utilized to prepare St. Louis for the World’s 
Fair, and the mayor thinks it would be wiser to proceed at 
once with the plan to secure a new charter, authorized by the 
State constitutional amendment, than to bother with the bond 
issue amendment. The bonds can be issued under the new char- 
ter if the citizens vote for it, about as quickly as under a char- 
ter amendment without the trouble and expense of additional 
elections required for the two plans. 

The question is one of great importance to St. Louis. If all 
possibility of securing the bond money for improvements before 
the Exposition shall vanish the question then merely concerns 
the future progress and welfare of St. Louis. We need a new 
charter, we need the improvements for which the bonds are to 
provide money, regardiess of the exposition. Would it not be 
better, as the mayor suggests, to proceed to the task of getting 
a new charter which will provide for the needed improvements 
and in addition will gjve the city a better form of government 
and a sound foundation for progress in the future? Is it worth 
while to go to the’trouble and expense of double elections to 
gain a little time, which will be of little or no avail in preparing 
for the World’s Fair? Would it not be better to save this cost 
and trouble and build solidly for the future? 

The outcome of the effort to make provision for extensive 
municipal improvements in preparation for a World’s Fair is a 
profound disappointment. It is a result of a series of remarkable 
blunders in the preliminary steps for which Mayor Wells d'sclaims 


responsibility. He, with all other St. Louisans, is the victim of 
these blunders. We must make the best of the situation and 
accomplish all that is possible under present conditions. But 


let no more blunders be made. Let us be assured of the wise 
and safe course for the future and proceed vigorously to build 
new St. Louis on a broad and sound foundation. 
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The general manager of the Transit company says his line 
will be theoretically able to deposit or receive passengers at the 
World's Fair termini on dedication day at the rate of 35,000 an 
hour. But he will have to deal with a condition, not a theory,
